The Grain Aphis. 

Grain growers from Maine to Missouri have 
had another and a new enemy on their grain crops 
during the past season. This appeared in the 
form of an aphis or plant louse, of a greenish blue 
color. It clustered around the head of the grain 
and on the straw just below it. We saw it most- 
ly on oats, though some of them were on wheat 
also. They were on the grain on the Penobscot, 
near Bangor, when we first heard and saw them, 
and we found or heard of them wherever any 
grain grew on the whole length of that river— 
also on the Allegash and the head waters of the 
St. John. We believe they appeared simultane- 
ously all over the northern grain fields. At first 
it was supposed that they would work no injury 
to the crop, but it has been found that they did, 
especially to the oat crop. Farmers find that the 
grain of those fields where they were most abun- 
dant is very much lighter than where they were 
not found ; hence it is fair to infer that by suck- 
ing out the sap of the straw, or by some other 
process, they prevented the filling out of the grain 
so full and plump as it would otherwise have 
been. The army worm also did some damage. 

Whether these two insects will reappear next 
year in greater numbers, or whether they have 
had their time and will not appear again until 
some definite lapse of time, as is the case with 
some of the insect tribe, cannot be told until 
another season comes round. | It is true that they 
were not a very formidable enemy, but an increase 
of them might prove ruinous to the grain crop, 
and their ‘‘ room is much better than their com- 
pany.”’

Weevil Proof Wheat. 


We believe it to bea fact that the wheat midge 
is gradually disappearing. At any rate its rava- 
ges have been diminishing year after year for the 
four years past. Still, there are enough of them 
left to work mischief, and in some locations very 
essentially injure the crop. It is possible, also, 
that circumstances may bring them on again in 
their full number and strength. For these rea- 
sons it is yet wise to forelay all that we possibly 
can to avoid this scourge in our wheat fields. The 
| Northwestern Farmer quotes from the Hillsboro 
| News a communication giving an account of a 
| wheat (winter wheat, probably,) raised by James 
| H. Anderson, of Hillsboro’, [ll., called the Lam- 
| bert wheat, which is considered ‘*weevil proof.”’ 
He raised eight acres of the wheat last year, pro- 
duced well, and “‘was entirely unaffected by the 

weevil, while his common wheat, sown in the 

same soil, and under precisely the same circum- 
stances, was badly injured.’’ This last season he 
| sowed seventy acres, and not a head of it was in- 
|jured in the least by the weevil, while nearly 
‘half of the common wheat was destroyed by that 
insect. He attributes the safety of this variety 
| to a ‘*remarkable peculiarity about the chaff, or 
‘husk covering of the grain. It is much stiffer 
/and harder than that of the ordinary wheat, and 
‘what is most remarkable, never opens 80 a8 to 
expose the grain inside.’”’ The weevil is, there- 
| fore, unable to penetrate the husk. ‘The grain is 
said not to be as white as some other varieties.

Hint in regard to Stocking down Land. 


We find the following hint or rather fact in re- 
gard to stocking or laying land down to grass, that 
may be valuable to those who have not obtained 
a good * eatch’’ with the seed sowed last spring. 

S. E. Todd, in his Agricultural Notes on Mon- 
roe County, communicated to the Country Gen- 
‘leman, says that Mr. Bower of that county, prac- 
tices the following method of stocking his land to 
grass. ‘In autumn, after wheat, (we suppose 
after sowing his winter wheat, Ed.) about four 
quarts of timothy (herds) grass seed, without 
bushing or harrowing in, and in the following 
spring, he sows six or eight pounds of clover 
seed.”’ If we are right in supposing this is done 
on land also sown to winter wheat, we have no 
doubt it will do well on lands that are partially 
covered with young grass from seed the previous 
spring. At any rate it is worth atrial. The 
lute Samuel Jaques, of Ten Hills Farm used to 
replenish his mowing fields by top dressing in the 
fall of the year, and where the grass was deficient 
from being killed out in winter, or from any oth- 
er cause sowing on grass seed. In this way he 
kept some of his mowing fields in heavy grass for 
many yeurs.

dig them up with a large dump of frozen earth

j The roots of evergreens should be exposed to 


sun and air as little as possible, as they are much 
more sensitive to such exposures than the decidu- 
ous trees. Trees transplanted in the fall should 
be well mulched around their roots with leaves or 
litter, to prevent their being thrown up by the 
frost.

Cranberry Bog---Query. 





Mr. Eprror :—We have a bog, or rather mead- 
ow, on which cranberries grow naturally, and | 
wish to know what is the best way to help na-

.the year. We can plow it with wheels now, as 
there is no water on it. Jt can be easily covered 
with sand. The muck is of unknown depth, 
except around the edges. It probably was a 
beaver pond once, as they built a dam across the 
foot of it. Is it best to plow it and sct the plants | 
in rows? or is it best to cover it with sand and| 
let them grow as they please? What is the best | 
time to plow it, &e. | 
2. If you had an abrupt gravelly ridge running | 
across your field in full sight of the house and | 
road, would you plow it and plant red oak acorns | 
in rows, or white pine seeds, and at what depth ? 
It is the right time to gather them now as they, 
are dropping out. Jiow far apart should the, 
rows be and how far in the rows ?

Nore. Ist. In the management of the cranberry 
lot referred to by our correspondent, we would 
advise him to assi:t nature in the following man- 
ner: first, so arrange your dam and gates s0 ax 
to command the water and be able to lay it on 
and off at pleasure. We would not plow it but 
eart on the sand and spread it on. If we want- 
ed the cranberries in rows, we would pare off the 
sod or grass between them and carry it into the 
muck yard and supply sand in its place. Muck. 
water and sand make a paradise fur cranberries, 
if properly proportioned. 

We would flow it in winter, and it is often use- 
ful to flow it occasionally in summer. Some- 
times near the blossoming time, the cranberry is, 
attacked by a worm and the blossom destroyed. | 
Putting on a little water during a night or so, 
will send them off. In the fall, carly frosts some- 
times destroy the crops. If this ean be forescen 
and a little water thrown on, it will save the 
crop. 

2d. In regard to the ‘gravelly ridge,’’ we 
would sow a variety of tree seeds—say pine, red 
oak, and white ash. The best time to sow such 
seeds is when they fall from the tree. They 
should be covered but little. As to the distance, 
consult your own taste. If you want an open 
wood, sow them sparingly, or in masses and 
groups, or what would be better, sow them thick- 
ly, and then thin out when they come up. If 
you want a regular woods, sow them broad cast, 
and let them remain for nature to do her own 
pruning and thinning.—Ep.

‘into sume flowers than ours can, and thereby ob- 
tain a larger field of operations. 
of a color different from ours. 

The mode of operation in breeding t! em is to 
obtain an Italian Queen to put with the common 
kind, and thus breed half-bloods or hybrids as 
they call them. If you wish to breed full-bloods, 
you must obtain some full-blood bees— (drones 
and workers) with the queen. 

In regard to wintering bees, the best mode is 
to take your hives and put them into a dark room 
that is both frost and rat proof, and thus keep 
them in quiet and darkness until, say first of 
April, before you bring them out. 

We are glad to hear that our Province friends 
are waking up to the bee business. You will 
\find it both pleasant and profitable, and we shall 
be happy to impart from time to time such infor- 
mation as we can.

Rebel Account of the Attack at Santa Rosa. 

Lovisvitie, Ky., Oct. 18th. A special cor- 
respondent of the Mobile Advertiser of the 10th, 
says of the Santa Rosa Island affair: ‘*The hos- 
pital stractare is the only building now standing 
on the island. Eleven hundred men were in the 
expedition under Gen. Rugzles. 

Col. Wilson's sentinels were either killed or 
captured, and the whole regiment fled rapidly be- 
vond the eastern walls of Fort Pickens.
